The mystery of the Southern Hotel murder bas 
gradually cleared away, and the police are now 
hot upon the track of the murderer, The pseudo 
Frenchman who registered at the Palace 
Hotel in San Francisco on Saturday last as 
Dauquier, and who sailed on Sunday afternoon on a 
vessel bound for Honolulu and Auckland, is posi- 
tively shown to be Walter H. Lennox-Maxwell in 
the very detailed dispatch received by Chief 
Harrigan to-day from Chief of Police Crowley

His Trip to the Sea and Over It. 

The information that Walter H. Lenox-Maxwell, 
the prince of murderers, had embarked from San 
Francisco for New Zealand, which was first given 
to the public in yesterday's Post-Dispaton, is con- 
firmed by telegrams received since. It is now 

established that shortly after the car on which 
Messrs. Edgar, Barmeier and Bauman accompa- 
| nied Maxwell out ot this city had reached Halstead, 
f 5 | Kan, it was attached to a Santa Fe train 
: and proceeded on its way to Frisco, its only occu- 
pants being Maxwell and a San Francisco citizen 
who is a personal friend of Police Captain Lees of 
that city. He had not noticed Maxwell prior to 
moe, but as they were the only persons in the 
they naturally fell into conversation. Maxwell, 
while not charging his appearance at all from what 
it was during the first part of the trip when he 
talked with the St. Loulsans, attempted in a 
blundering way to assume a different 
identity. He said his name was T. C. Dauquier, 
that be was a Brigadier-General in the French 
army, and that his pay was $25 per day. When 
asked what he was doing in this country he said he 
was on his way to Tonquin, to go on duty there. He 
bad not traveled far in this role, however, when his 
eagerness to make it fit him betrayed him com- 
pletely. Although speaking with not very strong 
French accent to his traveling companion, he made 
a point of

of most of the stations stopped at and 
calling out to some bystander, Vat is ris place!“ 
Finally, at one station ha came in contact with a 
real Frenchman at a cigar stgnd, in one of the sta- 
tions, and the cigar man, discovering at once that 
the fellow was only a pretender, made several re- 
marks to bim in French, thoroughly confusing him, 
“at and forcing from him English answers which were 
N not even relevant to the questions. The murderer 
was very much troubled about this, especially 
when his traveling companion  twitted 
him of bemg a Frenchman’ without 
having any knowledge of his native tongue. 
He talked very little from that time forward. He 
drank a large amount of liquor on the trip, and the 
gentlemen who traveled with him states that his 
complexion was much darker than the descriptions 
of Maxwell would indicate, and was tinged with a 
ruddy hue. Otherwise, however, the description of 
Maxwoil fitted him completely. Toward the latter 
„ part of the trip he exhibited a large open-faced 
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when the chambermaid entered his room next 
morning she found that the bed had not been 
disturbed. The trunks were all ready for shipping, 
and in the grate were the charred remains of a large 
number of letters or other documents. Mr. Max- 
well alins Brooks, alias Dauquet,alias Dauquier had 
evidently been sorting over the papers in his books, 
and destroying such as might do him the 
least good. The trunks were sent down 
to the vessel, City of Sydney, and several 
persons have since been found who saw the man 
aboard theship just before she started. The ship 
gotaway for New Zealand on Sunday afternoon, 
and she had already been nearly forty-eight hours 
at sea before Maxwell's orime was discovered here. 
The ship makes but one stop between San Fran- 
cisco and Auckland, and that is made at Honolulu. 
She is due at Honolulu. which is 2,100 miles from 
San Francisco, on Monday, April 20. The distance 
from Honolulu to Auckland is 4,000 miles, and the 
ship is due there about May 1. There is no good 
reason to suppose that the fugitive will 
leave the vessel at Honolulu, as having 
gone thus far incarrying out his programme, it 
would be strange if he were to shift his course at 
the last point this s'de of his destination, and ata 
point, too, where bis opportunities for 
HIDING HIS TRAIL 
and avoiding arrest are most limited. That this 
was his programme, the following letter, found 
among Preller's effects leaves no room to doubt: 
1508 Waseixotrox Street, Boston, March 9.—My 
Dean Puewzr: Your note at hand. Iam glad 
you have decided to clear through. Your St. Louis 
sales may de large and we will stay there some 
time. I'll go by the way of Chicago, I want to see 
that city; and you can go via Buffalo. We can 
reash Frisco on the 12th sure, and that is the day 
the steamer will sail. You will not regret the step. 
Drop me a line, and believe me ever your friend, 
Water H. Lennox-Maxwe.. 
In order that no point may be left unguarded, the 
San Francisco authorities sent a letter by the steamer 
Alameda, which left yesterday for Honolulu. re- 
questing the authorities there to endeavor to as- 
certain whether such a man as the fugitive disem- 
barked from the City of Sidney, and it so to en- 
dea vor to discover whether he was still on the 
Island, or has embarked in some other vessel. Were 
there a cable between this country and Honolulu, 
Mr. Maxwell would soon be under arrest, but there 
is none. Still, the police have him afloat, and al- 
though he is on an ocean 8 000 miles wide, they feel 
that they have him hemmed in, and must certainly 
get him unless the ship sinks. A cable message 
has been sent around via England, Portugal, the 
Mediterranean, Arabia, India, the East Indies, Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand, tothe Auckland authori- 
ties, at acost of about $3 50 per word, or several 
hundred dollars altogether; and if it retains 
ANY OF ITS ORIGINAL 
meaning after this trip of 16,000 miles, through al 
these strange countries, there is little doubt that 
Mr. Maxwell will be in the lock-up within an hour of 
the ship's arrival at Auckland. Then comes the 
work of extradition, and although there must 
be the usual circumlocution, of course, there 
is no reason to believe that the English Govern- 
ment would offer any obstacle whatever to the re- 
turn of the man to St. Louis for trial. St. Louis 
may hope to have the fugitive behind the bars at 
the Four Courts by the latter part of August. 


Dauquier is Max ®well. 
About noon to-day Chief Harrigan received the 
following telegram from San Francisco in relation 
to Maxwell. who gave the name of Dauquier. It 
satisfactorily settles the question that Max- 
well and Dauquier arc the same person, 
as the minute description will clearly show.

L Harrigan, Chief of Police: 
The only ticket taken up from St. Louis, 6th inst., 
is signed by Hugh M. Brooks and witnessed by 8. 
A. Hughes, sold by St. L. & 8. F. Ry. Co., city ticket 
office, April 6. Dauquier came on that train. 
His name does not appear on lists or tickets. 
Therefore he must have come on Mr. Brooks“ 
ticket. The indorsement on the ticket and the 
name, T. C. Dauquier, signed in hotel, are in the 
same hand writing. ; 
Description in height 5 feet 6 inches; age not 
over 30; hair light, short at back, worn without 
parting in front, weight 148 pounds, mustache 
medium sue: small,. short, imperial; complexion 
fair and ruddy, beard strong after shaving. Skin 
bas a whitish appearance, eye-brows light and thin, 
eyes blue and large; regular features, nose rather 
full at nostrils; neatly built, erect, plants firmly and 
squarely on the ground when walking.

morning in making his purchases here was ready 
money found in possession of the victim, for about 
1 o'clock on the afternoon of that day a man an- 
swering his description in every particular, called 
at the Fourth Nationa) Bank, corner of Fourth 
street and Washington avenue, and asked to have 
a lot of English banknotes exchanged 
for Amerioan money. The exchange was made by 
Mr. Biebinger, the cashier, and he states that Max- 
well talked no further than to ask the accommoda- 
tion, and to request that one of the $100 bills 
offered him be changed into $5/bills. The amount 
of bank notes must have been about 400 pounds, as 
the amount paid over to Maxwell was $1,920. 

Not long afterward he appeared at Aloe 
& Co.“, where he bought a pair of colored 
concave spectacies, which were probably 
wanted for purposes of disguise. He also bought 
a pair of $25 field glasses, and tried to get change 
for a $100 bill, Later he appearedat E. A. Ben- 
gel's Laclede shooting gallery, corner of Broadway 
and Chestnut street, taking with him his purchases, 
He tested his giasses by examining the target 
through them: He practiced a while with a rifle 
at the target, and then called Mr. Bengel's atten- 
tion to a fine gold ring with a diamond set which 
he had just purchased. He entertained Mr. Ben- 
gel with stories of Turkey and of Turkish women. 
He displayed a revolver, and when it was suggested 
that he ought not tocarry sucha heavy weapon 
around, he said a man needed that sort of thing to 
protect bim when he was accustomed to carry 
$1,000 or $1,500 around with him generally. Among 
otner things he had with him a pair of new shoes 
which he had bought at Lightburne's shoe store for 
$3 50. He left a pair of old No. 6's which were of 
English manufacture, and in good condition. Mr. 
Bengel said that Maxwell was in the gallery on 
Sunday night, about 10 o’clock, wearing a siik hat 
and light overcoat. He pulied off his overcoat, and 
showed a revolver strapped to his waist. He said 
that be was a splendid pistol shot, but 
not much@§with the rifle, as he had been 
a surgeon in the Turkish army where all the shoot- 
ing was done from horseback. He said he bore the 
title of Pasha of Two Tails while in Turkey. Ho 
used a Winchester a little while, but did not shoot 
well, and after saying he was going to live on a 
Texas ranche, and that he did not care for his own 
life or any other man's, he took his departure. 


No Doubt About the Ticket. 
Mr. Hughes, the gentleman who sold the San 
Francisco ticket to the man who was presumably 
Maxwell, on April 6, is considerably surprised by 
the discovery that the name which appeared on the 
ticket when taken up at San Francisco was 
Brooks. 
“Of course.“ said he this morning, “I may have 
been mistaken as to the name the man wrote on 
the ticket, because there was really nothing at the 
time to impress it very deeply on my memory, but 
when this crime was discovered I felt yery confident 
that Maxwell was the name he signed.“ 
“Are you satisfied that the ticket surrendered by 
Dauquier is the one you sold on that occasion.” 
“Oh, there can be no doubt about that, I only 
sold one first-class ticket on the date that that ticket 
bears, and that one was No. 23, which is the num- 
ber of the Brook's ticket. Therefore the ticket is 
the same, and my recollection of the name on it 
was wrong. Everything goes to show, however, 
that the man who had that ticket is the one the po- 
lice are looking for. That ship wasaday late in 
starting, and hence, since it is ordinarily at Hono- 
lulu on the 18th, it will reach there on the 20th. It 
will get to Sydney about May 2 or 3, and I have no 
doubt we will bear soon after that date that the man 
I sold the ticket to, is locked up.“

well,

Preller in New York. 

New Yon, April 16.—The St. Lou's tr y con 
Intimate 
friends of Preller's state that his 5 
victions were very singular. His refatives did not 
fully understand them and refrain from talking 
with him about the subject. He onged to a 
curious denomination, a community of distinctive 
ideas, very small as yet in America, but with quite 
a foothold in England. The believers refer to one 
another in such terms as “kindred spirit,“ dear 
brother.“ and similar expressions. The few be- 
lie vers in this city have no regular place of worship. 
They meet in public halls and private houses. de- 
voting much of their lator to young men, Preller's 
connection with this people made him acquainted 
with Richard Owens. Mr. Owens saw Preller fre 
quently during his last visit here, but he never spoke 
to Owens of Maxwell. Mr. Owens supposed that 
his friend was going to Australia alone. He said 
yesterday that the printed circumstances almost 
forced him tothe sorrowful belief that the body 
found in the trunk was all that was mortal of his 
late friend Preller. Frank Schlesinger, of the firm 
of H. Sallenback & Co., is a cousin of Mr. Preller, 
and has been very intimate with him. Mr. Schles- 
inger took charge of Preller's letters while he was 
traveling, and forwarded them to him on request. 
Before he bade his consin good-bye, Preller spoke of 
Maxwell, and said that he had arranged to meet 
him in St. Louis on April 4. Preller telegraphed 
Mr. Schlesinger from St. Louis as follows: 
“Kindly direct all poste restante San Francisco.“ 
This is the last that has been beard from him. 

LETTERS THAT HE HAD. PROMISED TO WRITE, 
and business arrangements that he had promised to 
make, which his friends believeshe surely whould 
have carried out were he alive, have remained un- 
attended to. It is the fact that we have not heard 
from him for so long, that suggests to me that the 
body found in the trunk must be my cousin.“ said 
Mr. Schiesinger, when the reporter asked him 
about the matter yesterday.” 
“Have you cabled to his relatives in England?” 
“No; and I shall not do so until it is settled beyond 
all doubt thatthe body was his. There seems to 
be some doubt about it yet. The news 
will be a terrible blow to his 
parents and relatives. It would be eruel to unnec- 
essarily alarm them. The young men were to have 
sailed for Australia in a steamer leaving San Fran- 
cisco April 12. Ihave telegraphed to ascertain 
whether either of them didso. If Maxwell com- 
mitted that murder, 1 believe he is afloat on the 
Pacific ocean before this time.“ 
Questioned about the “so perish all traitors” 
paper found inthe trunk, Mr. Schlesinger said: 
“Oh! that is all nonsense. If Maxwell murdered 
Preller, he did itfor his money. Yesterday Mr. 
Schlesinger conferred with the police in this city 
to see if they could assist him. 80 soon 
as he is assured that the body is that of his cousin, 
he will make arrangements for burial and notify 
the family in England. The British Consul-Gen- 
eral said yesterday that he knew nothing whatever 
about Maxwell. He was represented in some re- 
ports as a baronet, but his name was not found 
among the list of British baronets, and his name 
and former address, as mentioned in some of 
the reports, were not found in the London 
Post Office Directory. Nothing was known of Prel- 
ler at the Russian Consulate.

RIOTING IN CORK. 
Loypon, April 16.—The Nationalists had their 
day at Cork yesterday, and as a result the hospitals 
of that city are full of wounded rioters and police. 
During the procession an egg was thrown at the 
Prince of Wales, but missed him. Then the Na- 
tionalists who lined the way stoned the Loyalists 
following the royal carriage. This caused numer- 
ous fights and small disturbances which the police 
managed to suppress. Later in the evening an 
inflammatory mass- meeting, after which the Na- 
tionalists scattered through the city, smashing 
doors and windows gpd razing all decorations. 
Hand to hand fighting with the police occurred in 
which the officers were worsted notil several hours 
after midnight, when the authorities managed to 
get the streets out of the hands of the mob. The, 
royal party had left in the afternoon for Queens 
town, 

GREATLY EXAGGERATED. 

Cork, April 16.—At2o’clock this afternoon the 
streets are quiet, and there is scarcely any trace of 
the night riots. The people dispersed rapidly short- 
ly after midnight. The reports of the riot sent out 
last night and early this morning were greatly ex- 
aggerated. As far as can be ascertained up to this 
hour, there were only a few broken heads, several 
slight wounds and injuries received by not more 
than a dozen persons. The damage to buildings 
was also small and was confined to the smashing of 
windows in a number of houses. An English re- 
porter of a London daily paper remarked to the 
Chief of Police this afternoon that he never saw a 
more serious riot. The Chief laughed at the report- 
er's observation, and replied that the fuss last night 
was a mere nothing; only the boys letting off a lit- 
tle natural exuberance of spirits.“ said he. 


The Soudan. 
GORDON HAD RESIGNED. 
Loxnox, April 16.—Gen. Gordon, it transpires, in 
October, 1884, wrote a letter to the General com- 
manding the relief expedition, Gen. Lord Wolseley, 
notifying bim that be (Gordon), had re- 
signed his commission in the  Brit- 
ish army,  Tewrfik, the Khedive, having 
appointed him Governor of the Soudan. Gordon 
states in this letter, however, that he could appoint 
to this position of Governor, or transfer the office 
to any other person he chose, subject to the Khe- 
dive's approval. Gen. Gordon on December 14 last 
wrote as follows: “The state of affairs in 
Khartoum is such that one cannot 
foresee further than five to sevendays. After that 
the town may, at any time, fall, I have done all in 
my power to hold out, but I own that I consider the 
position now almost desperate. I say—this without 
any feeling of bitterness toward the English Gov- 
ernment, and state it merely as a fact. If the town 
falls it is a question whether it will be worth while 
for the Government to continue the expedition. It 
is certain that the fall of Khartoum will insure the 
fall of Kassala.

POOLING A SUBSIDY. 

Asa large stockholder in both Union Pacific 
and Pacific Mail, Mr. Jay GovuLp has induced 
them to offer the Central Pacific inducements 
to renew the transcontinental pool, and, pend- 
ing negotiations for a new contract, the old one 
is to be extended to June Ist, instead of being 
terminated a month earlier. 

The proposition is that the Pacific Mail shall 
maintain transcontinental rates and remain a 
member of the pool on the same terms as if it 
were a railroad; provided the U. P. and the 
C. P. transfer their trans-Pacific or China busi- 
ness from the Central Pacific people's Oriental 
and Occidental Steamship line to the Pacific 
Mail; the U. P. and C. P. both agreeing to 
guarantee the Pacific Mail against competition 
for that business as far as they can control it 
for ten years. 

This arrangement is equivalent to sharing 
with the C. P. and U. P. the subsidy recently 
voted to the Pacific Mail by Congress, 
only the C. P. folks are required. to 
pay for their share by surrendering 
their steamship line. If permitted to consoli- 
date it on favorable conditions, they will prob- 
ably assist in this reconstruction of the old 
monopoly, and the Pacific Mail subsidy will be 
used as the Post-DispatcH said it would be 
when it was voted—that is, to fortify and 
maintain the predatory extortions of a trans- 
continental and trans-Pacific monopoly. 

One of the most disheartening signs of the 
times is the readiness of Congress to vote subsi- 
dies to this sort of thing, instead of protecting 
the public welfare from it. Such contracts by 
common carriers, chartered and aided as a 
Government agency fora public service, are 
against public policy and contrary to law, but 
the latter is evaded or violated with impunity. 
Business is stronger than the law,” said the 
president of the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany the other day, when he was telling the 
Pennsylvania Legislature that it could not and 
should not obey and enforce the provisions of 
the State Constitution against railroad dis- 
criminations in favor of monopoly combina- 
tions. 

His words were a startling boast of the ap- 
parent fact that the power now wielded by ag- 
gregated capital and monopoly combinations 
is stronger than the law, stronger than the Con- 
stitution, and able to treat the sovereignty of 
the people with undisguised contempt—able to 
override the obligations of contracts, to levy 
tribute upon all the vast interests of the country 
at will, taxing industry and holding the trade 
of merchants, manufacturers, towns, cities and 
States at the mercy of a corporation directory. 
Under the power they claim and are 
now permitted to exercise, it is as Judge Black 
said Agriculture, cotnmeroe and manufact- 
ures must suffer what they choose to inflict. 
They may rob labor of the bread it wins and 
deprive all enterprise of its just reward.“

With all the low prices and improvements in 
manufacture the trade has really been from hand 
to mouth, but that it has steadily if slowly im- 
proved ts beyond question. 

Thus advices from the Lehigh Valley say that the 
Lehigh Iron Company is in blast again after lying 
idle for seven months, while the Ferndale Rolling 
Mills have started up after having been idle more 
than a var. The trade in the Mahoning Valley in 
Ohio bas picked up, and eight of the eighteen blast 
furnaces there are again in operation. At Cleve- 
land the Cleveland Rolling Mill works were obliged 
to double their daily product before the end of 
March. The Brown Seamless Metal Company on 
April 1 opened a large shop on Lake street for the 
purpose of steel tubes. Orders for 
lake ore, ranging from 3,000 to 5,000 tons each, were 
freely placed, and season charters for ore vessels 
were made at $1 Gaton. At Warren, Ohio, the 
Westlaxe Rolling Mill started up about the same 
time after a prolonged idleness. and a new com- 
pany, the Co-operative, was formed to build a mill 
in Mineral Ridge.

The New French Speaker. 
From the New York Tribune. 
Charles Thomas Floquet, the new President of 
the French Chamber of Deputies, was bora in 1828. 
After a little experience in journalism he devoted 
himself to the practice of law, particularly seeking 
political cases, From youth he was an ardent 
Democrat. It was he who secured damages for the 
family of Victor Noir after the assassination of that 
by Prince Pierre Bonaparte. When Al- 
exander IL. of Russia visited Paris in 1867 M. Fo- 
quet created a profound sensation by insulting the 
Czar. As Napoleon III. and his imperial guest w ere 


fronted by the cry, Long live Poland!” The young 
Radical was incarcerated for a short time for this 
offense, and became a heroin consequence. After 
the downfall of the Empire in 1870 he was elected to 
the National Assembly from one of the arrondisse- 
ments of the Seine. He voted against the prelimi- 
naries of peace with Germany and was associated 
with Lockroy and Clemenceau among the friends of 
the Commune. For the dangerous character of 
his sentiments he was for a time in prison again. 
He entered the Paris Municipal] Council on his re- 
lease, and in 1876 was sent to the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, of which he has since been a member. In 1881 
M. Floquet was elected as one of the four Vice- 
Presidents of the Chamber, and has held that office 
ever since except during his occupancy of the Pre- 
fecture of the Seine in 1882. 


Vest’s Memory.

There are very few really conspicuous memories 
now in public life at Washington. Among the hap- 
py possesors of this treasure are Bob Ingersoll and 
Senator Vest of Missouri. With both it is a natural 
gift, cultivated to a high pitch of perfection. The 
two men are strikingly in contrast. Ingersoll, a 
man of easy, regular habits, perfect and imposing 
physique, the very picture of one who lives well. 
never worries, and thinks to please himself first and 
the world last. Vest, on the other hand, is as vari- 
able in his moods as an April sky, jubilant, and the 
prince of story-teliers one minute, gloomy and 
speechless the next. A small, angular-shouldered, 
sunken-chested specimen of bumanity, wearing al- 
ways a cynical look on his pinched features. Only 
at odd times does he aruuse himself to some special 
occasion and give the country a test of his ora- 
torical quality. He and Ingersoll have the same 
views on religion, and both are thoroughly at home 
in biblical lore. Mr. Vest, it is said, can recite 
nearly the entire Bible from memory (though he 
probably doesn’t devote five minutes in a month to 
the theory of redemption), and his mind, like In- 
gersoll a. is a store-house of illustration and quota- 
tion. Mr. Vest is also famed in Missouri for his 
power of citing precedents in court. They say he 
can give the number of a page from memory, 
though he has not seen it for years.

BUCKSHOT'S LAST RACE. 


A Beautiful Bay Hunter Killed at Mad- 
ison Square Garden. 
By Telecranh to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, April 16.—Madison Square Garden was 
crowded yesterday afternoon with spectators who 
had come to witness the Roman Hippodrome races, 
and there was much excitement during the geatle- 
men's jockey race, which was very hotly contested. 
As the four horses made the first circuit of the 
track and swept down past the starter's stand, 
Buckshot, a beautiful thoroughbred bay hunter, 
with a white stripe upon the forehead, was in the 
lead. The handsome borse, ridden by a jockey 
named Bishop, who wore purple colors, came past 
the stand like a whirlwind, with head high in the 
air, distended nostrils and flashing eyes. But just 
as the racers 2 the turn, Bishop was 
seen to suddenly plunge forward upon his horse's 
neck and Buckshot almost went to the ground, 
while the other horses swe swiftiy past 
him. Bishop was off horse in 
a moment. and there was a murmur 
of pity from the ators when it was seen that 
one of the poor animal's legs was evidently broken. 
The jockey ed tne horse to the corner of the track 
with much difficulty, the animal almost falling at 
every step, and when he reached the fence 

BUCKSHOT STOOD UPON THREE LEGS 
and it could plainiy be seen the bones of the other 
leg were broken entirely about midway between 
the hoof and the knee. and the leg only hung by 
the skin.

of the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children, says that New Year's day Mrs. Fitzsim- 
mons, who is living with her second husband took 
her daughter to the house of her daughter-in-law, 
Mrs. Fraascis. The motner remained until evening. 
Whiten she was about to go home Mrs. Fraueis 
asked for Sarah to remain. The girl seemed deiight- 
ed, and Mrs. Fitzsimmons consented. Saran made 
her home with Mrs. Francis, and on Sunday was 
taken to see her mother. Mrs, Delia Reynoids, who 
lives with Mrs. Fitzsimmons, while changing the 
child's clothing founda number of abrasures on 
her shoulders and several scratcheson her back. 
Mrs. Reynolds asked Sarab if she had been 
whipped, and she burst into tears and said

A further investigation was made, and it 
was seen that the child's back and 


limbs were covered with bruises and black and biue 
spots. The preseuce of Mrs. Francis frightened the 
child and it was only after assuring her that she 
would not have to return that she told tne story of 
her ill treatment. Shesaid Mrs. Francis whipped 
her nearly every day. On Saturday Mrs. Francis 
left the house, telling her to care for the baby dur- 
ing her absence. The infant lay asleep in the cra- 
dle and Sarah, who climbed into a rocking chair, 
also fell asleep. The little girl says that Mrs. 
Francis sel her and took off her clothing. Then 
she tied her to the back of a chairin such a way it 
was impossible to move and beat her with a strap 
until she could not stand. In support of her state-

The President’s Ideas About Changes 
in Federal Offices. | 


— —— — 


Minister MeLane’s Strong Talk to Mr. 
Cleveland—The Appointment of Demo- 
crats Necessary—Senator Teller’s Efforts 
te Guard Against Investigation — The 
Pacific Coast Delegations—A Blind Boss. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
Wasuiweton, April 18—Minister McLane had a 
long talk with the President a few days ago upon 
the subject of civil service reform. There were one 
or two other gentlemen present. From one of them 
I have learned the drift of Mr. McLane’s argument 
and the general spirit of the discussion between him 
and the President. The President is very averse to 
making changes in the Federal offices where no 
charges are preferred against their incumbents. 
Minister McLane in his call advocated a very gen- 
eral change. The President said that he was op- 
posed to the spoils system. He did not believe in 
rewarding mere party services with offices. He ex- 
pressed hia opinion in pretty positive language. 
To this Mr. McLane made the following reply: 
He said: “I agree with you in one way of look- 
ing at the matter. I do not believe in appointing to 
office men whose sole recommendation is based 
upon partisan work. But you must remember that 
nearly every Republican at present ia officeis an 
unscrupulous partisan, and has received his posi- 
tion for such partisan work. Now, your objections 
to mere partisans holding office would be enough 
to secure the removal of 90 per per centof the 
Federal office-holders. I think that you cannot 
have a Democratic Administration unless you have 
Democrats in charge of the offices. I do not say 


crats who are not extreme par- 
tisans. Make your appointments from that class. 
During the campaign we made the issue clear and 
distinct that we desired to secure a change of the 
Administration simply the Republicans 
in power had grown — 2 Now, if we retain 90 
cent of them we will ve no arguments left 
or the — pr } the * * of 1888 a 
country will say t you foun t 
chauge only 10 per cent of the office-holders. That 
percentage is too small to warrant the charges you 
made. If you have found the Republicans so bon- 
est and competent, why, we can do no better than 
to continue them in poser.“ 


The point that made the most impression upon the 
President was the one relating to the tisan char- 
acter of the present Federal officeholders. Tue 
Democrats who are urging a change in the office- 
holders that if they must bring charges against 
every one in order to secure removal there would 
not be time enough during the term of this Admin- 
istration to consider more than a fraction of the 
Cases ented. The Interior Department has been 
one of the worst managed de ments under the 
Government. Every bureau in that departinent 
contains agents of outside corporations. It is not 
possible for the few Democratsia charge of this 
department to make very much headway against 
the nevative ae of the great mass of the 
subordinates. r. Teller, who ran this department 
more in his personal interests than any tary 
who has ever nad charge of it, has more influence in 
the department now than Mr. Lamar. Teller, instead 
of going home to Colorado, has remained in Wash- 
ington, apparently for the purpose of heading off 
any moves in the Interior Department which shall 
cross any of his old interests. He is in the depart 
ment every day, civing directions to his old sub- 
ordinates, and obtaining from them confidential 
information as to what is goingon. The other day 
be was in Mr. Lamar's private office, when the lat- 
ter was absent ofi account of sickness.
